Although he was sentenced, at a not identifled time in 
Sofia, to four years imprisonment on charges of fraud 
he was appointed German Consul General in Lelgrade in 
1935, During the war he was named German Plenipotentiary 
for Eeonony in occupied Sarbia. (1943 to B44) but was 
jater charged with numerous offences by the Gestapo. 
After the end of the war he was extradicted to Yugo= 
slavia and in 1947 was sentenced to 20 years of hard labor 
by a people's court in Belgradé. 
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
